ALL-TILE ACCESSORIES 

BATHROOM FIXTURES in all standard shapes and sizes are 
available in Satin Matt and Mozane Enamel glazes as well as 
Swan White. Complete sets can be had in units to fit either 43^" x 
434" or 6" X 6" tile wainscotes. Several items are manufactured 
with a dowel-type back. 

BLUESTONE 

BLUESTONE, a plastic-made unglazed type of tile — highly 
vitrified — made only in a blend of gray blues — non-slip surface 
— sizes from 12" x 12" downward to. 1" x 1 " — excellent floor 
material — entirely weatherproof, can be used for exterior or 
interior installations. , c 



CARLYLE QUARRIES 

CARLYLE QUARRIES are machine made from plastic natural 
clays by de-airing and extrusion processes. They represent the 
highest refinements of natural clays and are vitrified. Improved 
methods of flashing make possible a wide variety of beautiful 
colors which can be arranged to meet any architectural and 
decorating requirement. See pages 31 to 34 inclusive. 



SPECIAL SIZES AND SHAPES in Faience are given particular 
attention. Estimates on all special work cheerfully furnished. 

USES for Faience are — wainscoting, in-doors or out — floors, 
only where there is light traffic because glazed faience will be- 
come marred under heavy use — as decorative panels or plaques 
— store fronts and building exteriors — fountains, mantels and 
pools. 

GLAZES vary in type, each glaze is classified according to its 
opacity; finish, whether matt, semi-matt or high gloss; and certain 
other characteristics. Not all glazes can be fired together in 
decorated items nor can all glazes be used on high relief or 
molded pieces with the same effect as would be achieved on a 
flat tile. Glazes vary from time to time and if a specific shade is 
desired current samples should be consulted, otherwise we do 
not assume the responsibility for providing the correct shade. 



FLINT FLOOR TILE AND PAVERS 

FLINT FLOOR TILE, also known as Ohio Flint, is an unglazed, 
vitreous or semi-vitreous, heavy duty floor tile; available in all 
standard sizes including the popular 43<^" x 43^" and 6" x 6" 
units — can be used for exterior as well as interior work — see 
page 25. Thickness, to 



CERAMIC MOSAICS 

CERAMIC MOSAICS designate an unglazed, colored clay type 
of tile which is available in small sizes up to 2^5" squares — 
mounted approximately two square feet to a sheet of paper — 
same color throughout thickness of tile — vitreous and semi- 
vitreous colors — 34" thickness — square edges only. 

ABRASIVE NON-SLIP ceramic mosaics are the same as above 
with an abrasive aggregate added — actual color of the clay not 
affected, the chief difference is appearance of tile made by minute 
bits of dark aggregate — stock sizes x %" and IHe" x I He" 
only. 

VELVETEX is ceramic mosaics and made to the same specifica- 
tions except for a stippled color throughout rather than a solid 
plain color. 

GRANITEX is ceramic mosaics and made to the same general 
specifications. It is a natural clay type with flecked color through- 
out — unglazed non-slip surface — standard sizes, IHe" x IHe"/ 
IHe" X 2^6". 23/f6" X 23/{6" and 2Vx^" pentagons. Square edge and 
cushion edge. 

ALL CERAMIC MOSAICS above are strictly weatherproof and 
can be used for either exterior or interior installations — suitable 
for floors, wainscotes, stairs, pools and many related areas — see 
pages 20 to 24, 26, 27 and 30. 



DECORATED STRIPS, INSERTS AND PANELS 

INLAY DECORATED STRIPS are available in a wide variety of 
standard color combinations. Not all glazes can be used together 
in decoration since there are many maturing temperatures repre- 
sented in the line. See page 18. 

MOZANE DECORATED STRIPS are available in only the patterns 
and combinations shown on page 18. 

MURATILE is a process with limitations. Standard patterns for 
strips, inserts and panels are shown on pages 18 and 19. Special 
designs are made only when a large order of the same pattern is 
required. 

FAIENCE 

FAIENCE, a plastic hand-made type of tile — red body except 
when certain glazes and special size units require a buff body — 
vitrified and weatherproof for exterior or interior use. Standard 
sizes, from 12" x 12" downward to 1" x 1", standard thickness 
y^" — in addition to square units standard items include octagons, 
hexagons, elongated hexagons, pentagons, fish scales and many 
other shapes. 



GLINT TILE 

GLINT TILE IN RED SEMI-VITREOUS BODY is weather-proof, 
which accounts for its popularity as a store front decorative item. 
For patterns and sizes see page 28. 

GLINT TILE IN WALL TILE BODY is not wea^erproof, and 
should not be used for exterior installations. Available in all colors 
— can be used as solid pattern or as feature with Satin Matt or 
Mozane Enamel Wall Tile. See pages 12, 15 and 24. 



GRANITEX 

GRANITEX CERAMICS are listed under Ceramic Mosaics above. 
Granitex Pavers are also available in 434" x 434", 6" x 6" and 
other standard sizes under Flint Floor Tiles and Semi-Vitreous 
floor tile. 

IRONSTONE 

IRONSTONE, a plastic-made, unglazed tile — strictly weather- 
proof — made only in a blend of natural clay colors, buffs and 
salmons — sizes from 1 " x 1 " to 1 2 " x 12" — excellent for floors 
— makes beautiful wainscote in combination with glazed faience. 

VITREOUS AND SEMI-VITREOUS FLOOR TILE 

VITREOUS AND SEMI-VITREOUS FLOOR TILE is the same type 
as Flint Floor tile in sizes up to 3" x 3" units. Thickness Ife" to ^". 

VITROMAT 

VITROMAT AND SEMI-VITROMAT are terms used to indicate 
the type of tile achieved by the application of Satin Matt or 
Mozane Enamel wall tile glazes to either white vitreous or red 
semi-vitreous body. Some glazes behave equally well on either 
body, others can be fired on only one body for various reasons. 
We reserve the right to reject and offer alternatives to all orders 
for impractical combinations of glaze and body. 



WALL TILE 

WALL TILE suggests ordinarily one of two types, Satin Matt or 
Mozane Bright Enamel. Regular wall tile body is a white dust 
pressed, non-vitreous bisque — Ys" ov ^" thick, depending upon 
size and shape. Unsuited for exterior work since it is not weather- 
proof.

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MOZANE ENAMEL WALL TILE — The bright gloss glazes shown below are furnished on the same non- 
vitreous highly refined body as are the Satin Matt glazes. All Mozane Enamel glazes have a very high light 
reflecting capacity which makes them a particularly effective finish for spaces with limited natural light 
facilities. The high finish serves to intensify the guality of the color and places most of the glazes in the category 
of brilliant colors rather than pastel shades. A wainscot in Mozane Enamels is not only easily cleaned but at 
the same time discourages abuse from sources that would ordinarily mar a dull finish. For this reason this 
type of tile finds ready acceptance for use in school corridors and public comfort rooms in addition to general 
residential installations.
